EXPANDED BAND NEWS (1610 - 1700 kHz) 

Asa partial answer to the question we posed in Issue #6, FCC AM Chief Jim Burtle explains that 
The List was based on letters of intent, not actual filings. Stations on The List do NOT have to 
migrate to the expanded band, Ergo, any station on The List with second thoughts has the option 
of remaining with their present facilities. This still docsn’t answer the question: Ifa station on The 
List decides not to use their allocation in the expanded band, what happens to that allocation? 
Does it remain unfilled or can another station in the area take over the allocation? It is very 
possible that not every station on The List will move to the new band. If those unused allocations 
are allowed to languish or are cancelled it certainly would go against the Commission's goal to 
make maximum efficient use of the new spectrum.

Harry West now hosts the morning show on both stations. JT purchased a Superadia 
{Tf from a local catahog store. While making this purchase, I had MARK CONNELLY 
comments about this reeeiver in mind. T already have 2 Superadios tied up for DX 
purposes #6 this one is for 1!stening, mostly. As far as being a Dxers rig, I pre- 
tty mach concur with Mark's opinion. Hy dial markings are way offon the lover pa- 
rt of the AM band but are right on the high end. For instance, ay radio shows 980 
at about 920, pretty bad. The tuning, especially at the high end, is very delicate 
to the touch and it's very easy to get mixed up es to what frequency you're tuned 
The tuning is similar on AM as in some PN tuners in that the tuner will tend to ju- 
mp to the stronger signal with the elighest touch. One interesting example, T was 
tuned on 1380 & the tuner jumped to 1375 when St. Pierre came up on 4 peak! At le- 
ast it seperates audio on Splits! Another problem, it has poor image rejection as 
I get several whistles across the band. Like in all instances, it seems, conouner 
products never get better for tne DXer. Hang on to your I's & If*s, folks, ‘cause 
the Superadio J17 is not that great tor DXing, passable at best. As far as this 
geason goes, jt's not tao interesting yet ae conditions to the NE are too strong 
preventing exotice $ § W stations from coming in. T am really excited about the 
1600-1700 band opening. 1 think this may be a real opportunity to tog some new st- 
ations/states/maybe even more fram CA. According to the list appearing in Dx NeNS, 
it looks Like 1610 & 1690 shou?d be interesting as the nearest stalions vould be in 
the deep S. Also Interesting, no stations are assigned to this band in PA, my nea- 
rest would be 1670 Eimira Hights & 1660 Elizabeth.

Best catch of the season so fa 
WMUF~1000 7AM 10/29 with their GAM Central time sign on, Enjoyed FRANK ADEN JR's 
review of the SRF42, A couple of comments: I don't have the problem PRANK has with 
@ moderate level of audio with the volume set to minimum, wine is absolutely silent 
as it should be with the volumn tuned dawn. And I've found that while the radio is 
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great for AN DXing, i¢ is terrible on the EM side in a metropolitan area full 3 
high power PM slgnais, selectivity is awful. However, in a remote area, FM sens- 
itivity 18 excellent. On Long 3each Island at the Jersey shore this summer, 1 pi— 
cked up a number of Long Island FMers & even one from MA. Was surprised to read 
MARR CONNELLY's criticisms of the Superadio Ir. I've found it to be an outstanaing 
radio both in terms of sensitivity & selectivity, It is far more selective than the 
origional model and great in a metropolilan area Cull of S0kw giants. Never could 
DX on 1000kh2 for example, in WINS-1010 shadow, before the Superadio Jil. My son, 
Benjamin, high-school sophomore, has earned his ham license (N27CE] and now partic- 
ipstes in a local Monday-night ham-net where they discuss MW DX among other things. 
The word there is the NO TTS stations om the Turnpike will remzin on 1610khz, even 
with the expansion of the AM band. Maybe most other TIS’s will remain on 1610 a2- 
60, that may explain why only 4 stations received allocations for 1610. Merry Ch- 
vistmas & Good DX!

“gelf-improvement'! satedbite talk. KSUR-700 remains silent. Since local KKSJ- 
1370 hit the air in the spring jointly using the towers of KSA¥-1500, they have 
trashed the AM band here. KKSJ is not only heard on 1370, but on 1270, 1320 & 
1470, and KSIX appears on 590. 1 have written 2 letters of complaint to the stat- 
ion and 1 to the FCC with mary an ansxer, so no one seems to care. Certainly the 
expansion of the new band will do little to alleviate the clutter here, since of 
the stations granted the right to move, only KFRE-940 puts in a strong signal at 
this location, In their case, T can't understand why they want to change uniess it 
le to get away froma directional antenn2 pattern. They certainly can't dupiicate 
their current daytime coverage area with 10kv on a high freguency. At least my fa- 
vorite DX channel remains open, 1340, were on 71/11 T experienced an interesting 
teception of KTIK. This station is frequently heard here for short perioda, often 
sel] before local sunset, bat on this evening at 5:07PM, they dominated the channel 
for & hour, coming in with near 100% readability for as long as 4-5 minutes at a 
time. I've never experienced this kind of sustained reception of a gravayarder at 
such a distance. Otherwise, KZUS-1230 added with local electrion results at 6:26AM 
LL/9, On 11/12, reception vas good to the B & WR-760 finally got through KGMB/
